Alluding to historic difficulty democracies face in acting with 
decisive initiative, I predicted President Kennedy's speech would 
have galvanic effect and said I strongly hoped that US and Uru- 
guay, which foremost in reputation as American democracies, would 
in this case both act with vigor and decision.
